I am  thinking 
now  of  a brother,  who  made  precisely  this 
mistake.  ■fie  really  had  a good  deal  of 
ahility,  hut  he  started  in  a circumscribed 
field  and  became  dissatisfiid  at  once,  amt 
longed  for  another  field,  where  he  £elt 
he  might  do  great  things.  Now.  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  he  was  not  cultivating  tha- 
field  he  was  in  at  all.  All  around  him 
were  people  untouched  by  the  Gospel.  They 
never  went  to  church.  He  never  went  to 
*ee  them.  He  preached  to  diminishing 
congregations,  and  was  all  the  time  think- 
ing that  he  ought  to  have  a larger 
field  and  trying  to  get  help  to  get  into 
a larger  field.  This  man  was  making 
a capital  mistake.  He  was  taking  a eours* 
to  keep  him  out  of  H larger  field,  ami  it  did 
keep  him  out  of  it.  I have  known  him 
more  than  twenty  years.  H > has  always 
been  a dissatisfied  preacher. 

What  win  the  matter  with  him?  Simply 
that  he  was  not  faithful  to  the  things  that 
were  in  hand,  and  the  Master  would  not 
trust  him  with  larger  things.  He  was 
always  in  his  own  way  and  made  no  prog- 
ress in  th.>  ministry  because  he  would  not 
he  faithful  over  a few  things  entrusted  to 
him. 

It  is  good  to  put  off  opposite  this  man 
and  study  in  contrast  the  life  of  Spurgeon. 
ITis  first  ministry  was  in  a little  villngp. 
where  the  p>ople  were  wicked  and  ignorant 
and  so  poor  it  wns  necessary  for  him  to 
wnlk  to  his  appointments.  The  hoy  preacher 
did  liis  best.  He  gave  all  his  heart,  his 
time  ami  liis  strength  to  taking  up  thi  op- 
portunities that  were  at  hand.  He  was 
faithful  over  n few  things  committed  to 
him.  and  he  revolutionized  that  village. 
Then  camp  to  him  one  day,  n great  surprise, 
lie  received  a letter  inviting  him  to  Lon- 
don to  preach.  lie  was  very  certain  a 
mistake  had  lioen  made,  and  he  returned  tlie 
letter,  saying  it  had  come  to  him,  hut  he 
knew  it  could  not  he  meant,  for  him.  ft 
was  to  him  unthinkable  that  he  should  Im> 
wanted  in  London  to  preach,  hut  lie  was, 
and  He  went,  and  the  world  knows  what 
happened. 

Is*t  us  take  David  in  his  secular  employ- 
ment. When  a hoy,  he  w-as  put  in  charge 
of  his  father’s  sheep.  It  was  his  business 
to  safeguard  them,  and  to  sis*  that  no  harm 
came  to  them.  On  two  occasions  he  slmw- 
■ed  the  stuff  that  wns  in  him,  when  he 
killed  a lion  and  then  a Is-nr  which  had 
eonie  to  take  away  some  of  the  (lock.  He 
was  faithful  over  the  things  he  lia<l  in  hand, 
end  the  very  thing  that  was  in  him  as  a 
shepherd  boy,  made  him  king  over  Israel. 

Our  brother,  that  will  not  study,  because 
he  cannot  go  off  to  school  is  making  a very 
common  mistake.  It  is  wonderful  what 
the  right  spirit  in  a man  will  do  in  the  way 
of  gaining  knowledge,  if  he  will  use  the 
little  bits  of  time  he  has  for  it,  Andrew 
Fuller,  thi  great  theologion  of  England, 
did  not  know  grammar  when  he  was  a 
grown  man,  hut  by  self-  education.  he  be- 
came a master  of  English  and  a master  of 
theology.  No  man  of  h is  day  did  more 
to  put  Baptists  on  the  right  track  and  send 
them  forward  on  a career  of  usefulness 
than  Andrew  Fuller.  And  yet.  he.  grew 
up  without  opportunities,  and  was,  in  the 
strictest  sen.se.  a self  educated  man.  AM 
the  world  over  a man,  who  does  his  best 
with  what  he  has.  will  get  more.  It  is 
a happy  thing  for  people  that  must  start 
in  with  limited  opportunities  and  means 
that  they  may  learn  how  to  handle  affairs 
as  a ffairs  enlarge  in  their  hand*.  The 
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preacher  who  puts  his  preaching  first, 
even  if  he  must  make  tents  to  live,  will 
find  that  his  preaching  will  grow,  and  the 
necessity  for  making  tents  will  diminish, 
until  after  awhile  he  can  go  out  of  the 
tent  business  entirely. 

And  all  this  is  just  as  good  for  other 
people  as  it  is  for  preachers  The  clerk 
in  a store,  that  does  more  than  he  is  paid 
to  do.  that  fills  his  place  with  an  overflow 
of  service  sll  the  time,  and  makes  himself 
more  and  more  useful  in  his  plaee,  will 
find  that  his  opportunities,  will  enlarge,  ns 
liis  capacity  will  enlarge,  and  after  a while, 
he  will  he  at  the  head  of  (he  firm,  as  has 
happened  in  many  eases. 

The  main  question  for  anyone  is  not 
what  have  I today  of  talent,  of  opportunity 
or  money,  hut  what  am  I doing  with  what 
I have.  ’I  he  faithful  use  of  small  talents 
will  grow  into  large  talenta,  The  faithful 
use  of  money  will  bring  more  money.  The 
men  who  serve  God  with  their  money  in  all 
faithfuluesss  and  apply  themselves  to  busi- 
ness in  the  right  spirit  are  the  men  who  are 
prospering.  This  is  as  much  the  doctrine 
of  the  Bible  as  it  is  the  doctrine  of  repent- 
ance. 

What  I woqld  like  to  do  with  thia  article, 
is  to  focalize  the  attention  on  a single 
point,  the  right  use  of  what  one  haa  now  to 
make  the  best  of  it.  and  turn  it  to  the 
best  account  and  push  out  and  take  up 
every  opportunity,  and  the  few  things  of 
todny,  will  he  the  many  things  of  the  fu- 
ture. This  is  as  true  as  any  other  doc- 
trine of  the  scriptures.  ...

“Prayer-Meeting. 

This  is  the  pastor’s  supreme  problem  in 
the  Solution  of  which  lies  the  salvation  of 
the  church  to  which  he  ministers.  No  one 
realizes  this  more  than  the  pastor,  and 
hence  his  extra  exertion  to  this  end.  No 
greater  disappointment  could  possibly  come 
to  the  true  pastor  than  failure  here.  1 
the  praver-meeting  fails,  he  grows  despond- 
ent and  begins  to  think  of  handing  in  his 
resignation.  Bv  examination  we  find 
many  causes  for  the  apparent  failure  of  the 
prayrtr-meeting. 

1 It  comes  in  the  midweek  right  when 
men  are  busiest.  There  is  likelihood  of 
forgetting  it  in  the  rush  of  worldly  pur- 
suits. Men  are  tired  after  a hard  days 
work,  and  the  flesh  is  weak.  There  is  a 
disinclination  to  the  strennousness  essential 
' to  making  those  necessary  preparations  to 
go  at  the  appointed  hour.  Men  are  fre- 
quently kept  at  their  plaee*  of  business 


until  it  is  too  late  to  go.  Lodges  frequent- 
ly interfere  on  this  night.  The  slightest 
indisposition  is  set  forth  as  an  excuse. 

2 Sprituality  is  at  a low  ebb  in  most  of 
the  churches.  No  better  test  can  be  made 
of  this  than  by  the  i.iterest  taken  in  prayer- 
meeting.  It  has  but  i-w  charms  for  the 
worldly-minded  chii-th  member.  V he. 
goes  at  all  it  is  under  protest— his  heart  is 
not  in  it.  He  had  rather  be  elsewhere 

anywhere.  lie  doesn’t  pray  at  home. 

He  doesn’t  know  how  at  church.  He  is 
out  of  his  element  and  is  most  miserable. 

He  looks  upon  it  as  a useless  waste  of  time 
which  he  couhl  better  use  in  sleep  or  some 
kind  of  pleasure.  He  will  make  no  sac- 
rifice to  go.  and  when  he  gets  home  it  will 
he  a task  to  get  him  hack  again. .

3.  The  manner  of  conducting  the  meet- 
ing keeps  many  away. 

Most  pastors  are  busy  men.  Sometimes 
they  fail  to  find  time  to  devote  to  prepar- 
ation for  the  service.  This  will  nU-a.\s 
prove  disastrous.  Thorough  preparation 
ought  to  be  made.  Haphazard  won  t do. 

If  the  people  don’t  get  something  when  the> 
come  they  will  be  slow  to  return.  The 
pastor  ought  always  to  conduct  the  meeting. 

If  he  is  competent,  no  one  can  fill  his  pin  ■ 

There  might  to  be  system  and  uniforml  y. 

If  a plan  is  good,  it  ought  to  be  strut 
adhered  to.  That  old  idea  of  making  no 
two  meetings  alike  ought  to  be  abandoned^ 

The  pastor  ought  to  have  some  distinct 
end  in  view  and  work  steadily  toward  it

There  is  a better  way,  namely, 
consolidation  with  a neighboring 
body;  thus  gaining  strength  and 
securing  watehcare  anti  so  be  in 
a position  by  co-operation,  to  do 
active  service  in  the  cause.  A 
church  can  disappear  by  the  death 
of  all  its  members,  or  it  may 
change  its  loeal  habitation;  but 
cannot,  strictly,  be  dissolved  as 
long  as  any  of  its  letters  arc  in 
trunks  or  hid  away  in  dark  plarca. 

And  this  opens  the  way  for  the 
diseussiop  of  the  Church  lietters 
question.  Are  we  not  in  error 
in  the  granting  of  letters?  Is  it 
right  to  give  the  letter  to  the  in- 
dividual ? Why  not  wait  until 
parties  settle  near  a church  with 
which  they  propose  to  unite,  and 
have  the  pastor  or  the  clerk  there- 
of  make  application  for  the  let-  ( 
ters?  By  this  means  we  can 
keep  clear  statistics.  and  stop 
the  idea  that  a letter  iinusued, 
takes  a member  out  of  the  church. 

Further,  the  plan  of  dropping 
namea  is  incorrect.  The  church 
clerk  should  keep  in  eorrespon  ] 
denee  with  absentees  until  theyj 
are  joined  to  another  church,  or 
dead.  It  is  service  that  devolv- 
es upon  a faithful  clerk — Church 
membership  means  something — it 
ought  to  mean  conversion  and 
work,  not  hearers  only.  Joining 
the  church  and  attending  preach- 
ing from  time  to  time,  is  not 
enough .
